McLean man what the ’Melican man 
does unto the heathen Chinee. The New 
Gospel which teaches that one should 
love his enemies, and do good to them 
which persecute you, does not seem to 
have got muoh of a foot hold among the 
Chinese, and in fact there is very little 
traoe of it in the recent legislation of 
the American congress. 
In 1880 there went into effect a statute 
of the United States whioh greatly re­ 
stricted the immigration of Chinese to 
this country. 
Congress could hardly 
have made more iron-olad laws regeril­ 
ing the importation of small pox £than it 
did the importation of Chinese working­ 
men. In 1888, the immigration of Chinese 
laborers was absolutely forbidden for a 
period of twenty-one years, and it is only 
by the grace of congress that eyen 
Chinese merchants and

means, are permitted to travel or reside 
in the

demption, it is feared, 
by tho stock­ 
holders. 
The president of the company is the Hon. 
Bay A , Pierce, M. D., of this city, who has 
been the head of the enterprise anil owns 
from OO to 10 per cent of tho ttock. 
Tho 
shareholders are widely scattered through­ 
out tho country. 
The Feather river, in 
Butte county, California, is rich in its de­ 
posits of gold, and tho north fork of tho 
river, called 
Big 
Bend, was 
always 
considered particularly rich in tho way 
of 
gold 
deposits 
in 
its 
gravelly 
bod. 
About five years ago Dr. Pierce 
organized the Big Bend Tunnel and Min­ 
ing company. 
The scheme was to divert 
the stream from its natural bed through a 
huge tunnel, thus eltyosing the rich gold 
deposits supposed to be lying along tho 
bottom of the river. 
The bed has been 
drained, and contains far more gravel and 
boulders than gold. 
So many are tho 
boulders, in fact, that it costs as much to 
get them out of the way as the gold found 
amounts to. 
In an official bulletin announcing the 
failure of the scheme, Dr. 
Pierce says: 
“ But after all our efforts, and much as we 
regret to acknowledge the fact, yet we 
are quite prepared to admi t that at pres­ 
ent we see no prospect of realizing our 
former expectations with respect to these 
mines.' ’

27. — William W alter 
"Phelps, the new American Minister, pre­ 
sented his credentials 
to the Em peror 
William to-day. 
After an exchange of 
formal remarks the Emperor entered into 
conversation with Mr. Phelps, detaining 
him so long that he and Count Bismarck, 
who accompanied Mr. Phelps to Potsdam, 
missed the train by which they intended 
to return to Berlin. 
To-night Count H er­ 
bert Bismarck gave a dinner to Mr. Phelps, 
which was attended by the principal at- 
tachees of the United States legation and .a 
number of foreign diplomatic repiesenta- 
tives. 
In addressing the Emperor Mr. Phelps 
spoke of the unchanging and openly cor­ 
dial relations that had always existed 
between Germany and the United States. 
He would shirk no pains, he said, 
to 
strengthen that historical friendship. A fter 
reviewing the part taken by Germany in 
the struggle for independence and the ef­ 
forts of the Germans since that time to 
promote the national welfare of America, 
he said he deemed himself especially fortu­ 
nate to be accredited to the Emperor a t a 
time when not the lightest shadow rested 
upon a friendship which was the outcome 
of historical and natural development and 
presented itself in the light of a necessity. 
He hoped tho second century would see this 
friendship so strong that tho Germans who 
had found a home in America would never 
have cause to fear that the interests of 
their new and their old fatherland would 
ever be other than one and indivisible. 
The Emperor replied in English. 
He 
expressed pleasure at the appointm ent of 
Mr. 
Phelps, 
whose words had afforded 
him great pleasure. 
He did not dcubt 
that Mr. Phelps’ efforts would ever be suc­ 
cessful. 
From youth, the Emperor said, 
he had greatly admired tho vigorously 
advancing community of America, 
the 
study of whoso history of peace had al­ 
ways excited in him a special interest. 
Among the many eminent qualities of 
Americans, their spirit of enterprise, their 
sense of order, and, abovo all, 
their in­ 
ventive genius, attracted tho attention of 
the world. 
Germans felt themselves tho 
more drawn toward Americans because 
they were closely connected with North 
Americans by many ties of kinship. 
The 
prevalent sentiment of the two peoples 
was th at of relationship, which could only 
serve to strengthen the cordiality between 
them. 
In taking leave of Mr. Phelps tho Em ­ 
peror made uso of many expressions of re­ 
gard for the new minister.

house. 
The houses are built in blocks, 
and tho yards that are in front of them are 
bright with flowers. 
Saltaire is in the valley of the little river 
Aire. 
On one side of the stream is the 
public park and on the other are the mam­ 
moth mills and tho rows of houses for tho 
employes. 
In the mills woolen fabrics and 
dress goods are made, and nearly three 
thousand men and women, boys and girls, 
two-thirds of tho entire population of 
Saltaire, daily go into these big stone 
buildings and help manufacture the pro­ 
ducts that have made tho Salt company so 
wealthy. 
There are several public buildings in tho 
town—among them a beautiful church in 
a spacious yard, and a largo building 
called the institute, 
which includes a 
library, a gymnasium, an art school, a 
laboratoiy, etc. 
In it advanced studies 
are taught, the apparatus in the different 
departments boing the same as used in 
good colleges. 
Tho public schools are conducted on tho 
American plan. 
In establishing them a 
visit to tho United States was made, and 
the American system was reproduced in 
all its details, even to the construction of 
class rooms opening into a largo exercise 
hall. 
The American workingmen’s expedition 
that was appointed to visit the Paris ex­ 
position and the various points of Europe 
of interest to wage-workers, paid a trip to 
Saltaire, and two of their party unite in a 
letter to the Chicago News in giving a 
description of the place and what they 
saw. 
In the cOutso of their lotter they 
say: 
Mr. Edward Salt, a son of the founder 
of the Saltaire, was at the station when 
tho train came in, and ho greeted the 
members warmly. 
To better facilitate tho 
inspection of tho workingmen’s homes, as 
the duration of the visit to tho town had to 
to limited, Mr. Salt divided the expedition 
into squads of ten aud placed them under 
the guidance of Messrs. Althorp, Ellis, 
Burner, Giles, and Midgely, each of whom 
holds an official position in the manage - 
ment of the town. 
The town of Saltaire took up more than 
an hour. 
Each house visited was thrown 
open from cellar to roof and the visitors 
were invited to enter every room. 
It was 
in exceedingly interesting inspection, and 
notebooks were called into requisition fre­ 
quently. 


A s a l t a ir e w o r k in g m a n’s home. 
After visiting a large number of the 
ivate houses the different squads assem­ 
bled and the members were taken in a 
body through the public buildings. 
The 
system of government was explained, al­ 
though nearly everybody had already 
secured information on this subject by 
personal inquiry. 
A board of thirteen, 
elected by the people, manages the purely 
local affairs of the town, the entire man­ 
agement, however, being subject to the 
township laws of Ripley. 
In the front of the pretty church the 
party were photographed, and then Mr. 
Edward Salt made an address. 
He said 
he was very sorry the visit was to be so 
short, as he had wished 
to offer more 
courtesies than he had been enabled to do. 
It gave him pleasure, he remarked, to 
meet the American workingmen and wel­ 
come them to Saltaire, and he hoped 
that the result of tho expedition would bo 
gratifying in every way. 
After thanks had been expressed to 
Mr. Salt wagonettes were taken and a ride 
of three miles through a thickly populated 
district brought the expedition to Brad­ 
ford, where lunch was waiting at the 
Alexandria hoteL 
The newly appointed 
American consul at Bradford, who is living 
at the Alexandria, had a talk with several 
of the party. 
A special train took the expedition from 
Bradford to Leeds, ond the latter city was 
reached at 3:30 in the afternoon. 
At the 
Queen’s hotel, one of the great hostelries 
conducted by the Midland railroad com­ 
pany, lino apartments had been secured.

that ho felt in having compelled his party 
last spring to admit into the Union the 
four now States of the Northwest. 
The 
honest and sensible i tninl which he took 
was a splendid bit of statesmanship, and 
forms a brilliant ending to his useful and 
honorable career. 
In his last moments he 
spoke with pride of his success in adding 
four new States to the Union. 
Five members of the Fifty-first Congress 
have died sinco the election last November. 
Besides Mr. Cox t’.e following have closed 
their eorthly careers: R. W. Townshend 
of Illinois, J. N. Burnes of Missouri, E. J. 
Gay of Louisiana, and James Laird of 
Nebraska. 
All but the last named were 
Democrats and leaders of their party in 
Congress. 
Though no change will result 
from those deaths so far as the numerical 
strength of the Democrats is concerned, 
the loss of Cox and Townshend, Burnes 
ami Gay, cunnot fail to weaken the Demo­ 
cratic influence in the coming session.

The Buffalo Express tells of an In­ 
dian’s grave along the shore of the 
Oneida Lake where at times a weird 
and supernatural light makes its ap­ 
pearance. 
It is described as a ball of 
tiro about the size of a large orange, 
and sways to and fro in the air about 
thirty feet from the ground, confining 
its irregular movements within a space 
about one hundred feet square.

th e W orld. 
An interesting calculation has re­ 
cently been made by the statistical 
bureau in Berlin. 
Four-fifths of the 
power machines at present in activity 
in the world have been erected in the 
last twenty-five years.

which posseses the highest amount of 
horse power is tho United States, with 
7,500,000 horse power; then follow 
England, with 7,000,000; 
Germany, 
with 4,500,000; France, with 3,000,-

These figures do not include 
locomotives, of Which there are 150,- 
000 at work, with a total horse power 
of 3,000,000. 
Thus the total horse 
power in the world is 4G, OOO, OOO. 
A 
steam “horse power” is equivalent to 
three actual horses’ strength, and each 
living horse represents the strength 
of seven men. 
Thus tho total horse 
power of the entire world represents 
the work of 1,000,000,000 men, or 
more than twice the total working 
population of the earth. 
Steam has 
thus tripled the entire human work 
power of the earth.
